The song of the cowboy on the 


trail to the camp cook, that inimita- 
ble keeper of the chuck wagon that 
rocked down many « weary trail in 
the dust of departed Longhorns. In 
.spile of the fact that modern ser- 
vants rule the average family with 
a regal air, no cook has ever lan- 
guished in such an atmosphere of 
worship as did \he old-time camp 
cook—the autocrat of the cow trail. 
His chuck wugon 
was 
literally a 


rpyal chamber on wheels for the 
worn out, hungry cowboys at the end 
of a long day's ride— and the "call 
of the west" was never stronger than 
when the camp cook sounded "chow." 


Some of those crude, hearty dishes 


of the camp and trail still yield a 
templing aroma for moderns—particu- 
larly, beans, declares Miss Ruda Sue 
Carroll, who is to conduct a free cook- 
ing school 
for women readers of 


The Slur during the week of April 
2U ut the Saenger. The camp cook of 
the Old West who let his pork and 
beans simmer all night over the hot 
coals knew the secret of u delicious 
dish, she says, which in this particu- 
lar instance was 
slow 
and gentle 
cooking. 


The chuck wagon generally carried 


beans, bacon and few canned goods, 
flic cook's one delicacy was jjie, al- 
ways of canned or dried apples en- 
closed in u crust thut only he, in his 
regal role as camp cook, dared to 
make. To beans and bacon he some- 
times added Spanish onions and cann- 
ed tomatoes. A stray yearling furn 
i&hed fresh meat; coffee was swallow 
ed set' " 


Lucky, indeed, wns the cow out 


fit who carried a highly prided cook- 
one who really took seriously the 
man-si/cd job of feeding cowboys. A 
cowboy's letter tolls of such a camp 
cook who followed a widely known 
range outfit in 1871, and Ihe luxurious 
menus lie turned out 
of 
his trial 


kitchen for his cowboys: His meat 
WMS usually from 
;> fyt heifer, often 


ribs broiled before Ihe campfire and 
an oven or loin; willi this he cooked 
sweet breads and 
heart, 
mixed in 


gravy, with cornbread, molasses and 
black coffee; and for breakfast, the 
aromatic pot of pork and beans which 
had simmered over 
hot 
coals all 


night. 


Not always did the 
cowboy have 


even the pleasure of chuck wagon 
"chow." Often, with only his cayuse 
pony und six-shooter for company ho 
"rode range" over a lonesome trail 
for miles, camping alone at night by 
his solitary campfire. His main dish 
in such cases was the historic "frying 
pan" 
bread. The cowboy spread a 


thick batter over the bottom of his 
pan, 
the latter Uiid upon hot coals 


for a moment until a lower crust com- 
menced to form. The dexterous cow- 
boy then tipped (lie pan and held it 
far enough from the fire for a little 
licat to reach it until the loaf was 
raited. The pan was then pushed to 
within baking distance of the coals un- 
til the bread was thoroughly cooked. 


The bread then vacated the pan,

fill of coffee and 
sufficient water,

AfterCold Spell 


Since Easter Weather Has 


Passed Growers Plan 


For Big Yield 


With the passing of Easter, the 


orchardists of the Highland District 
have too many peaches left on them 
and the work of making a quality 
crop of peaches now is under full 
swing, according to the 
Nashville 


News. Despite the cold of last week 
Before, there is still a good crop of 
peaches on most of the trees of the 
district—in fact, most of the trees 
liavc too many peaches letf on them 
for quality fruit. The May drop will 
doubtless take care of this situation, 
No further hurting cold is anticipat-- 
cd, and it is the other phases of the 
orcharding that arc to be cared for 
now. 


There are a few of the low spols 


in some of the orchards which have 
been hard hit, and only 
a few 


peaches remain on the trees, but 
this acreage is so small in compari- 
son with the total acreage of the 
district that it is negligible. 


Because of Ihe total failure of the 


peach crop last year, it is not be- 
lieved by most of the orcluirdists 
that there will be any curculio dam- 
age this year, there having been no 
breeding place for them last year. 
However, all 
the 
orchardists 
arc 


working against the ravages of the 
insect as hard as if they expected 
a full crop of the beetles. The oth- 
er sprays are being applied, also, in 
their regular time, and nothing will 
be left undone which might add to 
the high quality of the fruit.

The address of C. M. Hirbt, state 


commissioner of education, was in 
part as follows: 


"Important changes have been mado 


in the bonding laws of the state. Ar- 
kansas school bonds have not vom-r 
manded the price, on the market that 
the school bonds of other states hav:'. 
Even worse than that, the interest 
rates paid by Arkansas schools are 
greater than rates paid by any neigh- 
boring states. This has been brought 
about by the lack of restrictions on 
the issuance of bonds in our stale and 
by the failure to guarantee the bond 
holder the payments of the principal 
and interest due him. Many reslric 
lions have been thrown about the is- 
suance of bonds but the most import- 
ant one is the limit placed on the 
amount of indebtedness that a school 
district may create. 


"So far as we know this is the first 


step that has been made to restrict 
the issuance of- excess bonds by an' 
agency of our state government. 
N'> 


school district may hereafter create a 
greater indebtedness than seven per 
cent of its assessed valuation. In or- 
der to retire a bonded debt amount irg 
to seven per cent of the assessed valu. 
ation and interest thereon in 20 years 
it requires approximately a six mill 
tax. This certainly is the maximum 
amount that any district should b? 
permitted to owe. Under 
the old 


school law one district in this state 
has been permitted to increase its debt 
to 22 per cent of its assessed valuation 
and many districts have exceeded 1 
per cent. Arkansas' school districts 
owe'approximately J26.000.000 in bonds. 
This bonded debt is twice as great 
as it was four years ago and almost 
half of that increase has been the re- 
sult of deficits being made in current 
expenditure. 


"Our school districts have spent one 


and one half to two millions of dollars 
more than their income annually for 
several years. Each session of the 
Legislature would enact a law permit- 
ting these school districts to issue 
bonds to take care of current de- 
ficits. We can never hope to place 
our school districts on a sound finan- 
cial basis without limiting the amount 
of indebtedness that these school dis- 
tricts may incur.
